death of Miss Martha D. Blackstotte, a
teacher ip the public schools of that
city, la eipected to arrive In thla city
today and to be placed in tha death
nouse.

He will probably be brought from
the Hampden county jail, in which he
has been held, bv Col. E. T. Clark.
sheriff of Hampden county, and keep
er 01 tne jail. He win probably be
brought to this city by auto. Spencer
was convicted of killing the achoul
teacher, accomplishing her death on
the night of March 81, 1810, while she
was visiting at the horn of Mis Har.
riet Dow.

It i also understood that his attor
ney, Col. R. P. Stapleton, will petition
Governor Fogs and the governor'
council, asking that the sentence be
commuted to life imprisonment on ths- -

plea of insanity.
